That’s how 
much that weekend meant to us. It pulled us together, and showed us 
how much we really mean to each other. 

The kids from the Lokitos family are making a difference. Even though 
I don’t personally know any of them, I feel connected to them. I read a 
letter that Spiderman wrote in your mag. He spoke about PLUR and 
other positive things. But it was when I received a small piece of paper 
that I decided to write you this letter. I was at Teknosaurus in Louisville 
when a girl handed me this piece of paper with one long paragraph on it. 
I shoved it in my pocket for a better reading later. I read it on the long 
journey home, and it almost brought tears to my eyes.
